LION DOLLARS, 

Coal briqnets to the amount of 131. 
859 short tdns, valued at the plants at 
$1,007,327, were manifactared in 1013, 
secording to Edward W. Parker, of the 
United States Geological Survey. The 
figures for 1913 show a deerease” of 17 
percent. in tho toumage of briquets 
nitafartured, but an Incrense of over 
51D per cent. in value over the figures 
of 1912, Seventeen briquetting plants 
were in operation during the year, ight 
in the Enstorn States, five in fhe Cony 
tral States, and four on the Pacific 
coast. Seyen of thego planta used on- 
thracite pul of ‘fines, ’* five used bl- 
timingas ar comidituminous coal, two 
wel earhon resijue from oilgas works, 
ont the others used mixed costs, Coal 
tar pitch fe the principle binder em:
